Lord Rutherford’s Talk 
In London. 


TRANSMUTATION OF MATTER 


London. 

Rays which pierce Jend were des- 
cribed by Lord Rutherford, the 
famous acientiat, which he lectured 
on the Transmutation of Matter at 
the Royal Institution in London. 

He traced the history of ideas on 
the subject from the time of the 
alchemists which their search for 
the pnilosspher'’s stone to the pre- 
day discoveries in the 
of radio-astivity. 

Lord Rutherford said that in 
most cases a radio-active substance 
broke up with the emission at 
tremendous speed of one fast alpha 
particle (a heljum nucleus) or one 
beta particle (an electron). 

In the case of radium itself when 
un atom of it broke up it hurled off 
a particle of helium at tremendous 
speed after which the resulting 
atom was diminished in mags by 
four und became an atom of a sub- 
siunée of Jower atomic weight. 

Of the varying types of radiation 
the sJpha particles, although they 


had the most energy, were the 
easiest to stop [In matter. 


The beta particles could be stop- 
ped by a fairly thick sheet of card- 
board’ but some of the gamma rays 
would yo through several centi- 
metres of lead with perfect ense. 

Lord Butherford showed his au- 
dience a tube containing radio 
active matter which was invisible 
and was so infinitesimal that it was 
millions of times amaller than. a 
chemist could hope to weigh on his 
most sensitive scales.
